Dear Mr. Johnson: 


Mr. Berney of the Astoria Public Library referred your letter 
to me. I telephoned Henry Hummasti in Svensen, Oregon 
€1-458-6814). His father was Abram Hummasti. Abram’s 
brother was Matti Hummasti who must have been your great 
grandfather. Henry Hummasti told me that Matti and Abram 
were on a fishing boat that had been run down by a ship. 
Abram was saved, but Matti drowned. Henry Hummasti said that 
Mary Hummasti then married Renwall. 


Deaths were not recorded in Clatsop County until 1907, too 
late for any information on Matti Huumasti. I asked about 
the probate for him and was told at the courthouse that the 
probate books for the period of time up until the 1920’s have 
all been sent to the archives in Salem. You might write them 
to ask if they have information on probate for him. Ask for 
the probate packet as this should include testate and 
intestate papers. 


I looked through the newspaper index cards at the Astoria 
Public Library and found this article in the Astoria Daily 
Budget from Monday, July 17, 1911, "A marriage license was 
issued at the county clerks office today to Nestor EK. Renwall 
and Marija J. Hummasti." At the courthouse I found in a 
marriage book an affidavit for a marriage license for Nestor 
N. Renwall and Marija Johanna Hummasti. Theodore Hagman 
swore that he knows Marija J. Hummasti and that she is a 
resident of Clatsop County and over 21 years old and is 28 
years old, and that Nestor Renwall is a resident of Svensen, 
Oregon P.O. Box 32. He signed it Theodore Hagman, 243 bond 
St., Astoria, 17 July 1911. The minister signed a 
certificate saying that this couple was married 17 July i91li 
at the Finnish Lutheran Church in the presence of Alfred 
Laakso and Hilda Laakso, signed Erik Ovaskainen, Evangelical 
Lutheran Pastor at Astoria, August 8, i711. 


From city directories I found:

Hummasti Abram laborer at Tongue Foint Lumber Company

Hummasti Abel laborer resides rear of 284—-Zist St. 
Hummasti Henry laborer for Astoria Box Company boards at 
Kenilworth avenue near 39th street 


Hummasti John fisherman resides Kenilworth avenue near 39th 
street 


Hummasti Matt fisherman resides Kenilworth avenue near 39th 
street

Henry, John and Matt are listed again with the same address. 
The people who made up the city directory may not have 
checked to see if these people were still living there and 


just just used the old information from some previous 
directory. 


1913 

No Hummasti is listed as living in Astoria in the main 
section of the city directory for Astoria, but in the back of 
the book under taxes was listed: 

Abram H. taxes $40.00 Svensen 

Haria taxes $98.00 Astoria 

I think that Haria may be a misprint and it probably should 
read Maria (your great-—grandmother). 


In the 1913 city directory the Renwalls were listed: 


Renwall Nestor (Mary) laborer resides Kenilworth ave near 
39th. 


At the courthouse I found Matti Hummasti*s declaration of 
intent in book 4. It stated that Matti Hummasti declared his 
intent to renounce his allegience to the Czar of Russia. 
(Finns at this date were under his rule) He signed it on the 
6th day of April 1906. Also J.C. Clinton, the Circuit Court 
Clerk, signed it. I could not find his name in the petition 
for citizenship book. 


In the deed records covering this time period I found listed 
the purchase of some property in Astoria: 

1. Oct. 3, 1904 Matt Hummasti grantee and Lewis Howell 
grantor Bond for deed, Vol. 54, page 136 

2. Oct 9, 1906 Maria et al Hummasti grantee and Lewis et al 
Howell Deed, Vol. 58, page 187, lats 21, 22 Block 128 Adairs 
(section of Astoria). 


Both transactions cover the same piece of property. In the 
transaction of Maria Hummasti, the property is described as 
being in Mary Ann Adair’s South addition with small house 
thereon erected by E.C. Adams and J.T. Johnson. The Astoria 
Public Library has Sanborn Insurance maps which have drawings 
of the floor plan of all the houses in Astoria. If you are 
interested, I711 make a copy for you. 


In the Svensen cemetery is buried Johan Humasti. This is 
probably the father of Abram and Matti. Johan was the son of 
Johan and Mary Hummasti, both of whom were born in Finland. 
He died 24 June 1928 and was a widower who resided in 
Svensen. The mortuary was C.R. Carlson. 


In the newspaper index in the Morning Astorian for June 27, 


1928, page 4 was the obituary for Johann Humasti. He died at 


the age of 87 and had resided in Svensen. He had two sons, 
Abraham of Svensen and Henry of Portland. He alsa had two 
daughters, Mrs. Jacob Rautio of Malloy and Mrs. Charles 
Untinen of Milwaukie and two sons in Finland. 


Henry Hummasti also told me that Ellen was married first to 
Bill Johnson and then to his brother, Oscar Johnson. 


One thing I didn’t check was to look for a petition for 
citizenship for Nestor Renwall. I*ll see if I can find it 
next week. Also, the census for 1910 would give the date 
Mary came from Finland, children*s names and birthdates and 
where born. I711 look, too, for more on the boating 
accident. 


I hope this information is of some help to you.

The index is a wonderful resource, but it is not complete. 
There are gaps in the years covered and in some of the 
newspapers covered. References are often little more than 
the brief statement in the index. If you would like more 
than about four or five articles copied, you should contact 
the Astoria Public Library at 450-10th St., Astoria, OR 97103 
for help with this, or to Rosemary Kowitz, president of the 
Clatsop County Genealogical Society at the same address as 
the library.

What was probably the first county jail was built in 1865 at 
a cost of $750 in gold, a building 22 feet by 22 feet. 


In Commissioners’ Journals Vol. 3, page 41 July 186S(not sure 
of date): 

Ordered that the Treasurer pay M. Norvlenl?probably Nowlen] 
Seven dollars for Iron work on Jail 

Ordered that the Treasurer pay Jas. Bailey four dollars and 
50/100 for taking charge of Jos Denison while a prisoner and 
board 

Ordered that the Treasurer pay H. Miller four dollars and 
50/100 fees as constable and board of Jos Denison a prisoner 

Ordered that the Trustees of the Town of Astoria be 
permitted the use of the house fitted up for a County Jail 
when not needed by the County upon condition of the Town 
Paying one half the expense paid by the County for the 
fitting up the said house 

Ordered that the Treasurer pay Job Ross Eight dollars four 
days board and attendance on prisoner in Jail 


Apr. 3, 1913 

The first blow toward tearing down the old Clatsop County 
jail that done Csic] service during the past 42 years was 
commenced this afternoon, when F.C. Fox of the Astoria Iron 
Works began the removal of the lattice tanks that were 
erected in 1893 for confining Hansen and Reiter, the 
murderers. These tanks have been sold to Lincoln county. 
The contract for removing the woodwork of the jail has been 
awarded to Alex Parhaniemi and the work on it is to be 
commenced at once. 


Apr. 7, 1913 

The old county jail now being town down was built in 1882, 
the bids for its construction being opened on May 14, 1881 
and the contract being let the following September. The 
contractors were Suprenant & Ferguson and the price was 
$12,156. 


May 21, 1913 

--The contract was awarded to Palmberg and Mattson for 
erecting the county jail, their bid in the sum of $8825 being 
the lowest. The contract for the steel work was awarded to 
the Stewart Iron Works of Cincinnati, the price being $5200; 
thus the new jail complete will cost $14,025. Under the 
terms of the contract the steel for the windows is to be 
delivered within six weeks and the building is to be finsihed 
within sixty days after the steel is received. 


June 3, 1983 

The old Clatsop County jail at 722 Duane St. in Astoria has 
been entered in the National Register of Historic Places.

We have searched our photography files for photos of the 
locomotives that you are interested in; we found a_ photo 
album that was titled, “Government Spruce Operations Oregon 
WA, 1918". It was put together by Grant Smith-Porter 
Brothers Co. Fortland, OR and it had No.3 on it. Its 
accession number is 86.83 and the photo number’ for the album 
is 4778-601. We were not able to identify any of the 
locomotives pictured as the kind you were interested in; but 
we found the following: 


Photo # 269P. “Lewis & Clark Ry" on the coal car; “#100" is 
on the locomotive; “Spokane, Portland & Seattle" is on the 
box car. The photo is by A.M. Prentiss, Portland, OR.

I did 
not notice any mention that you may have wanted any pruning of my coming 
article on the Spruce Production Division. I have already made a few 
revisions to it as a few of my sources of information refute each other.

The biggest problem right now is the 
identification of locomotive number two. I wonder if you could help me 
WETH Lt just a little. 


Enclosed is a rather fuzzy copy of a requested photograph. We are having 
some trouble identifying which of the former Colorado Midland RR locomo- 
tives this used to be. To positively identify which number this used to 
be, I am hoping that your photo is clear enough to read a bit of small 
data. Is there someone within your area that owns a microscope or an 
extra strong magnifying glass? I would like to find out what is cast 
into the locomotive builder's plate and the number plate. The one that 

I used this summer wasn't strong enough. I remember that your prints 
were quite clear, and this should be possible as I have done this on 
even smaller prints. If you are unable to to do this, then as requested 
before could I get a photographic print of this? The Xerox type is 

just too fuzzy to read.

Your letter regarding identification of the woman in photo # 
1416B was given to me to research. 


The photos of this woman, and the ones of James Kindred 
#1416C, B.C. Kindred 1416A and Ed Kindred and his first wife 
#1416E all appear to have been treated in the same manner. 
I think that old photos were recopied and enlarged to a 
similar size and underwent considerable retouching by hand 
painting. I don*t believe that these photos date to the 
same time, but that photos of different ages were chosen to 
be treated in this way so that they could be framed in 
matching frames to be hung on the walls of one of the 
Eindred descendants. Because they were altered so much, I 
believe that it would be difficult to be certain of the 
color of the hair of the woman in photo #1416B. As it 
appears now, it could be described as being dark blond. 


The clothing of the woman in photo 1416B contrasts greatly 
with that worn by Ed Kindred*s wife and I believe that that 
the original image of photo 1416B is much older than that of 
Ed Kindred and his wife. But from the information that we 
have at the present time, we are still unable to say whether 
or not this is the photo of Rachel Mylar Kindred. Judi 
Byrd, the archivist for the Clatsop County Historical 
Society Museum invited a descendant of the family and also 
an old-time friend of the family to try to identify the 
woman in the photo. Both were unable to identify her 
although they recognized the people in the other photos. It 
is interesting, though, that in the Kindred family photo 
album, there is a photo of a woman who looks very much like 
that of the woman in photo 14146B, but who was perhaps thirty 
to forty years older. There is no identification on the 
Photo, but I think it dates to around 1890. 


There are many portraits in storage, which we have not yet 
been able to examine. We will keep your letter in our files 
and let you know if we are able to identify one as being 
Rachel Mylar Kindred.

I've made a brief survey of the resources that are available that might 
have the information you are seeding on Rosa I¢émberg. 


The newspaper index, which mainly: covers the Daily Astorian has no men- 
tion of Rosa, but does list the declaration of intent for Louis Lémberg, 
(ADB 11-10-1910 page 6). 


The finnish newspapers have not been indexed here in Astoria. I phoned 
the wife of Oke Zatterlow who was the publisher of the "Lannen Suometar". 
She said that the newspapers were all taken to the University of Oregon 
and microfilmed there. If you wrote to the University Library there, 
they may be able to help you. 


I am enclosing two pages from "Theater Finns", a small book written 
by Ed Niska from Astoria. It gives some information about Rosa. I 
called Ed to ask him if he knew more about Rosa or could refer me to 
someone who would. He was unable to help. 


A couple of years ago I made an index of names of Finnish people listed 
in a few Finnish church and social organization publications. I found 
Rosa listed on page 114 of Elis Sulkanen's book " American Suomalisen 
Tyovaenliikkeen Historia" published in Pitchberg, Mass. From the 
article it appeared that she was living in New York. I also found 
three references to her husband, Louri Lemberg.

Also a_son was bern to the Lembergs in January or February of 1910 by the 
name of Orvo. Could you find out if the birth was recorded and what the 
actual date of birth was. 


“Theater Finns" suggested that notice was given to Rosa’s performance at 
concerts and plays in English newspapers during the time she was acting 
under her husband& direction and when she herself was the drama director. 
Could you search out any such mention and photo copy it for me. 


As far as I have been able to verify Rosa came to Astoria in 1909 and left 


in 1913. 

Did Lauri Lemberg become an American Citizen while in Astoria. Is that 
what you refer to in mention ADB 11-10-1910? If he became a citizen, then 
that would make Rosa a citizen too. This too is something I have not 


thought to verify before. 

I would greatly appreciate you continuing your search along the lines 
mentioned above.

Astoria’s most famous actress and songstress. Her mother was 
a black woman from South-West Africa; her father was the 
British Vice-Governor of South-West Africa; but she was 
brought up in a Finnish missionary family and spent many of 
her early years in Finland. Rosa married Louis Lemberg, a 
Finnish—American. 


The story of her life is told in the book, "Rosalia", 
translated by Eva H. Erickson. This book can be found at the 
Astoria Public Library.

Thank you for your letters of April 6 and May 3 and the enclosures. I 
appreciate having the enclosures and they are of help. 


Frobably the divorce between Rosa and Lauri took place in Duluth, MN. He 
was married for a second time there on April 17, i915. I was glad to have 
Lauri’s citizenship date for that made Rosa a citizen too. 


Not all the city directory information was correct. Rasa Lemberg came to 
USA im 1904, not 1897. Iria, the daughter. was born in Ironwood,MI on 
December 10,1908. The son’s name is Orvo, not Kalervo. I was glad to get 
his birthdate. I talked with him an the telephone last week and he told me 
he was 78 so that confirms the 1910 birthdate. 


TI wrate to Impi Andersan in Aberdeen. I had seen an article by her in a 
Finnish news paper concerning Aberdeen. She reports as did Jaskar that 
althouggh Rosa was known in Aberdeen just when she was there isn’t known. 
She may have been there with a visiting Finn drama group just for an 
evening's program. 


"The Theater Finns" published by FAHSW and edited by Walter Mattila 
indicates on page 4 "Much light in the prospecting came from the Oregon 
Historical Society’s microfilm of the Asteria Secialist and later Communist 
daily Teverz which was recently obtained from the University of Helsinki". 
TI wrote ta the Oregon Historical Society but they referred me to Astoria 
Fublic Library. Bruce Berney at the Astoria Fublic Library also indicated 
that the Oregon Historical Society has "“Toveri" on microfilm but it is not 
indexed. Have you any idea how I could get some one to search through the 
Teverr microfilm for the years 1909 to 1913 and late i915 and make copies 
of any announcements or ads about plays or programs in which Rosa Lemberg 
participated? TI am only interested in Rosa or Rocy as she was often called 
and nat in Lauri Lemberg. 


Of course I know there would be a charge for such a search and 
phoatecapying. I found your charge very reasonable. 


I have completed my translation of Resalia., A flyer is enclosed telling 
about it.

Your letter was referred to me as I do reference work for the 
Clatsop County Historical Society and am a fellaw member of 
the local genealogy society. 


Judi Byrd got the information for her book from the books 
published by the Genealogical Forum of Oregon (formerly 
Fortland) on Oregon Donation Land Claims. I looked up the 
book that is in the Astoria Public Library and the anly 
information in there about Col. John McClure is what is in 
the book that Judi Byrd did. You might write to the 
Genealogical Forum of Portland, Roam 812, 1410 S.W. Morrison, 
Portland OR 97205. They should be able to explain the date 
of 1863. 


We, at the Clatsop County Historical Society would be very 
interested in information about John McClure and hope that 
you would let us know what you find. 


It is puzzling to me that there are so few references to John 
McClure in the literature on Oregon and Clatsop County. He 
was a very important man in the history of the city. About 
the only references I*ve found about him are in the early 
deed books (including his marriage in Deed Book D, page 149), 
in the Commissioners’ Journals (of which I have a typed 
copy), and in Alexander Latty’s journal. In a deed book I 
found McClure Col. John to Charles Edwards Feb 11, 1860 for 
$2000. Paid off Aug 30, 1869 after Edwards died. 


The earliest newspapers for Clatsop County start in 1864. I 
did find the following reference in the newspaper index: 


McClure John-musician May 29, 1879 Daily Astorian 


I looked all through the newspaper for that date and couldn*t 
find the article. 


Any time that I find his name it is in a listing of the 
people who were in Astoria in 1844.

Dear Mr. Raw: 


I enjoyed getting a chance to talk to you and it seemed 
appropriate that it was in a museum with a painting of Jennie 
Michel in the background. I had become curious about her 
second husband after coming across the photograph of him in 
the October 1987 "North Coast Tidings". According to this 
article, "Michell was a French Canadian packer for the Hudson 
Bay Company. He served as fireman on the Beaver, the first 
steamer to enter the Columbia River and was one of the men 
sent by the Hudson Bay Co. to purchase white prisoners from 
Indians after the Whitman massacre. He spent his last years 
in Seaside." This same man is identified in photos of Jennie 
Michel that are at the Heritage Center in Astoria as her 
husband. It would be interesting to know who wrote this 
article. The following is what I’ve found on him (without 
really searching): 


1. Federal Census of Oregon 

1850 —- Michel Martineau. He lived in Clark County and was 
listed on page 1464. 

Michel Martineau 27 years old, mulatto, born OR, laborer, 
lived with 5 other single men 


2. "Soldiers Who Served in the Oregon Volunteers During the 
Civil War Period — Infantry and Cavalry" 

Michael Marchino Private, entered November 18, 1861 and left 
March 4, 1862. He enlisted at Vancouver, Washington 
Territory. His occupation was boatman. His age was 36. He 
was in "C" company, ist Cavalry. If the complete military 
and pension files on this man were ordered, they might prove 
very interesting. They may be at the National Archives in 
Washington D.C. or at the State Archives in Salem, Oregon. 


3. “Genealogical Materials from the Oregon Provisional Land 
Claims" by the Genealogical Forum of Oregon 

Martin Michel of Vancouver County 640 acres about 8 miles 
northwest of Ft. Vancouver. Occupancy 19 July 1848, Volume 
8, page 73. (not positive this is him) 


4. Declaration of Intent Book 1, Clatsop County 
Michael Martineau, a citizen of Great Britain, date of 
certificate Nov. 26, 1851. (Canadians were listed this way.) 


S. Clatsop County Marriages by Norma Hunsinger 
15 December 1872 Michael Martineau married Janie, a native. 


For Cloutries: there was: 
“Genealogical Material in Oregon Donation Land Claims" Volume 
1, page 74 


An Antoin Clontien gave an affidavit for the widow of William. 


Porteaus of Marion County. 


The 1859 Assessment Roll for Clatsop County showed Antoine 
Cloutrie had property valued at $350. He paid school tax of 
-35, state tax .70, county tax $2.10, no poll tax, total 
$3.15. 


The 1872 Assessment roll listed Mrs. A.W. Cloutrie owned 
property in sections 21 & 28 in township 4, range 10 of 240 
acres valued at $1800 and had personal property valued at 
$705. She had debts of $800. Total value $1705. School tax 
$3.41, state tax $9.38, county tax $18.75. Total taxes 
$31.54 — paid. 


The 1880 federal census index shows Hentone A. Cloutrie 
living in Clatsop County on page 293, Seaside district. 
Nellie Cloutrie lived in East Portland in Multnomah County, 
listed on page 373. Eugene Clutrie lived in Clatsop County 
at Clifton, page 247. 

Hentone A. Cloutrie white male 50 years Old, laborer, born 
MO. father born Canada, Ellen white female, wife, keeping 
house, born WA Territory, father born Scotland, mother born 
Oregon, Mary S. white female, 164, daughter, single, At Home, 
born Oregon, father born WA Territory, mother born MO (these 
are reversed), Ada E., white female, 10, rest same as 
sister. 


Eugene Clutrie, Indian, male, 24, single, fishermen, 
unemployed this year for 7 months, born WA Territory, father 
born French Prairie, mother born Red River. 


Nellie Cloutrie, white, female, 14, sister-in-law of A.B. 
Mason whose family she was living with. She was single, born 
OR, parents born OR. Her sister, Alice was white, female, 
twenty, married, Keeping House, born OR, parents born OR. 


The July 3, 1883 Daily Astorian newspaper listed the people 
who lost property in the fire. A.J. Cloutrie lost Property 
valued at $300 and had no insurance to cover it.

“Cloutrie 

14 March 1884 

Mrs. Nellie Cloutrie, who died at the residence of her 
father, A.J. Cloutrie, last Tuesday, was buried in the 
cemetery at Clatsop yesterday afternoon. Deceased was in the 
(237) year of age." 


I also found reference in a Columbia County (I think) 
Historical Society Bulletin mentioning Antoine Cloutrie 
working for a man in that county. Unfortunately, I did not 
write the reference down. 
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I thought I would mention again that the spelling of the name 
for Solomon Smith’s wife, Celiast’s brother-in-law is 
“LaBonte". It was incorrectly spelled in the signage on the 
wall near the office. A good number of the LaBonte’s in 
Oregon and Washington (and probably Idaho) are descended from 
him. 


Doing research like this is fun, though I can’t always be 
sure I found the right person. These people are so 
interesting because they took such big gambles with their 
lives and their health to make the trip west and they worked 
harder than almost anyone can imagine now. 


Enclosed is a booklet I have been working on. It might be of 
some use at the Seaside Museum. On glancing through it, I 
realize that there is very little information about areas 
outside of Astoria. Although I live half-way between Astoria 
and Seaside, I’ve worked and spent most of my time in 
Astoria. I would be glad to add material on people and 
resources for research in Seaside.

I looked up the name T.R. Mock or Mack (Tilghman Mock) in the 
newspaper index and the Oceanview Cemetery list and in quite 
a number of sources that I have, but was unable to find a 
record of him. 


There was a record of a Declaration of Intent for William D. 
Mack who was a citizen of Great Britain March 9, 1885 date of 
certificate. Buried at Oceanview was Frederick Berl Mack and 
removed to Willamette National Cemetery (veteran probably). 
The 1880 census lists three Mocks: George in Ranier Precinct, 
Page 338 in Columbia County which is not very far aways; Hand 
Mock in John Day Precinct, Grant County page 33; and John 
Mock in St. Johns precinct, Multnomah County page 199. There 
were 23 Macks, none in Clatsop County. 


Elizabeth Ann Trullinger, the daughter of John Corse 
Trullinger, married A.D. Mack of Chehalis, WA. The 
Trullingers were a well-known family in Astoria. They had 
two daughters, Mrs. Arthur Alder and Tess Brown. I had 
written to a Mrs. S. Trullinger Miller in Davis, California.

I was at the library a few days ago when Bonnie Oathes showed me 
the diaries of Gelo Parker that Edwin Parker had just given to the 
library. She asked me if I had a list of the different Parkers 
because Gelo often referred to members of his family and she is 
transcribing the diaries and wasn’t sure who was who. I typed out 
a list and took it to the library the next day when Edwin also 
stopped by with a list made from Gelo’s writing. (I don’t know if 
it was from a diary or bible). So, adding his material and going 
through the newspaper index cards at the library and the census 
from 1860 to 1910, I added most of the material together to make 
up the enclosed chart. 


I hope you will look over the chart and let me know the errors and 
omissions I have made. I used the numbering system my father uses 
in which Edwin Parker is A2bi and you are C4e2. I would like to 
carry this at four generations all the way through; 5 generations 
would be better, but it might give too many people. You and Edwin 
are in the fourth generation. 


Edwin said that he had meant to answer your letter, but he has 
been very sick lately. The people at the library had also told me 
that he had been ill. They know him well as he spends a part of 
every day there. 


I am going to look up some of the newspaper references and also 
look at a Petaluma County, California, book that Edwin donated to 
the library. 


This family chart will help the process of writing an article on 
the Parker family for "Cumtux". A copy of the finished chart will 
go into the library too, and I will send one to the Genealogical 
Forum in Portland at 1410 S.W. Morrison-top floor. This is a 
great place to do research because they have phone books from all 
over the U.S. & Europe and journals, censuses and indexes and for 
every state going back a couple hundred years (on the east coast).

On the 1880 Oregon State census there was a James Fhillips 

listed on page 284 of the Clatsop County census, also August 
pg. 283 Astoria, John pg. 288 Astoria. I looked up the 1880 
census and found that August was 35 years old, an engineer on 
a boat, born in New York, his father was born in Kentucky and 
his mother was born in Virginia. James Phillips was Z1, was 
a fisherman, born Norway and his parents were born in Norway. 
John Phillipps was 27, a fisherman and was born in England. 


The newspaper index is missing a period of time in the 
1940's, 1950's and 1960’s, though we do have the Papers in 
the Astoria Public Library. There is a reference to a James 
Phillips who was a police officer on Jan 14, 1901, who 
resigned in 1903, and died in Fortland about November 23, 
1907, There was a reference to James Phillips who divorced 
Daisy 5 April 1907. There also was a reference to a Mary E. 
Phillips who married Earl Grider about January 18, 1896. The 
library doesn’t have very many city directories, but the ones 
between 1893 and 1913 do not list either James Fhillips or 
Earl Grider.

Wm. Peterson died at Enappa, Oregon Feb. 14, 1919. He was 
born March 173 he was 79? years old, 190 months and 30 days old 
when he died. He was married, born in Finland, a farmer; his 
parents were born in Finland; he died of old age and chronic 
heart disease; undertaker was Wm. Fohl and he was buried at 
Knappa. 


Martha C. Peterson died Dec. 7, 1919 at St. Mary*s Hospital, 
resided at Knappa; was 75 years 4 months, 18 days and a widow 
when she died; she was born July 19, 1844 in Sweden; was a 
housewife; her father was Jacob Mobergq (or Moling?) It is 
hard to read it. He was born in Sweden as was her mother. 
She died of an abdominal malignancy and inanition and buried 
at Knappa. 


Ed Carlson died 1907 (no day or month listed), male, white, 
one month six days old, Dr. O.B. Estes. There was no father 
or mother listed or address. I don*t know if this is the one 
you wanted. 


Obituary in "Morning Astorian" Dec. J, LOT 

Mrs. Martha C. Peterson of Knappa, widow of the late 
William Peterson died in this city on Sunday after a short 
illness. The deceased was a native of Sweden, and 75 years 
of age. She leaves one son and two daughters, Carl and 
Josephine Peterson of Knappa and Mrs. J.P. Carlson of 
Astoria. 

The deceased had two sisters and five brothers in Sweden 
and one sister in this country, Mrs. J. Peterson of Blind 
Slough. The funeral will be held at Knappa at 1 o*clock 
tomorrow with the interment in the Enappa Cemetery. Reverend 
dansen will officiate.

Viola Lindgren wrote about Melville quite a few years ago. 
It is a long article and will be in the June issue of the 
"Cumtux" magazine, that Clatsop County Historical Society 
publishes. 


“Some of the early settlers were Andrew Olson, who lived 
far up the Lewis and Clark River. Three of their children 
still live in nearby areas. An early day incident of the 
Andrew Olsen’s was when they purchased an ox in Svensen and 
walked it to Astoria, loaded it on Captain C.W. Rich’*s boat 
and started up the Lewis and Clark River to Stave Bolt 
Landing. The boat had about two miles more to go when it got 
stuck on a mud flat, as the tide was very low that day. The 
ox got restiess and started twisting and jumping in the boat, 
nearly capsizing it. They had to fasten ropes from the boat 
to some trees along the river bank so it wouldn*t tip over. 
When the high tide came in, the boat righted itself and they 
continued on to the landing from where Mr. Olson and his sons 
started the long twelve mile walk to their homestead through 
rough trails and timberland, where the ox was staked out so 
they could keep him home. 

About a week later he broke loose and started traveling 
through the woods. The Olson’*s followed his tracks for 
several days, then came out somewhere in the Young’s River 
area. They stopped at a place and asked if they had seen the 
ox. Someone else had seen this animal come out of the woods, 
shot it, butchered it out and sold the meat! 


In March 1904, the Post Office Department awarded a contract 
to Andrew Olson to carry the mail between Astoria and 
Melville, three times a week, for $295.00 a year. His son, 
Victor, carried the mail using a horse and buggy; the 
distance from his home to Astoria about 16 miles, making it a 
30 mile round trip. Everyone had to go to the Melville Fost 
Office to get their mail. I can remember sitting in our yard 
when real small and waving at the mailman as he drove by, and 
he always waved back to me. I also recall the small cubicles 
built on one kitchen wall where every family’s mail was put 
after being sorted. He carried the mail several years." 


I hope this is helpful to you. I do this kind of research 
for fun and if you know of anyone else who needs to find a 


date, let me know.

I?m sorry it took me so long to respond. I have been trying 
to locate the street “Kenilworth" where your great 
grandmother lived, but I had no success until today. I still 
don’t know where Kenilworth was but I found the Declaration 
of Intent for Nestor Renwall on which he put his address and 
I believe that it was the same spot. This was 335-39th 
Street. I will send you a photocopy of the Sanborn map that 
shows the houses in that area. 


I did find two Declaration of Intents for Nestor Renwall. 
Apparently, he had started the process to get his citizenship 
in 1911, but did not finish the process in time and had to do 
it over again. The main content of the two forms is below: 


No. 817 Vol. 3, Page 17 

Declaration of Intent 

Nestor Nikodemus Renvall aged 28 years, laborer, white, fair 
complexion, 5S foot 9 inches tall, 189 pounds, light hair, 
blue eyes, visible distinctive marks-lower part of nose gone 
and upper lip badly scarred. I was born in Biorneborg, 
Finland on the 28th day of October 1882. I now reside in 
Svensen, Clatsop County. I emigrated to the United States of 
America from Bremen, Germany as a sailor on the Vessel, “Nord 
Cab"; my last foreign residence was Bjorneborg, Finland. 


It is my bona fide intention to renounce forever all 
alliegence and fidelity to any foreign prince, potentate, 
state or sovereignty and particularly to Nicholas II, Emperor 
of all the Russias, of whom I am now a subject. I arrived at 
the Port of Charleston in the state of South Carolina on or 
about the 7th day of November 1907; I am not an anarchist; I 
am not a polygamist nor a believer in the practice of 
Poligamy and it is my intention in good faith to become a 
citizen of the United States of America and to permantly 
reside here, so help me Gad.

Enclosed is the information that I found on your Ross and 
Mitchell relatives. I could not find the birth date for 
William J. Ross. The closest I could come was to find what 
may be the month. According ta the 1900 census, William J. 
Ross was born in May 1860. The year appears to be wrong, but 
perhaps the month is right- Do you have his obituary? I 
believe it was printed in the Oregonian July 2, 19323 on page 
6& in section 1. On the microfiche of deaths listed in Oregon 
newspapers his name is listed with the dates 1850-1933. We 
do not have the full obituaries here and it would have to be 
ordered from the Oregon Historical Society. If you do not 
have the obituary, perhaps you might stop in at the 
Genealogical Forum on SW Morrison or at Oregon State 
Historical Society in Portland and look in their biography 
file or ask about obituaries in the Oregonian. I was not 
able to locate an obituary in the Astoria newspaper for him. 
According to the 1886 newspaper article, he had a land 
Patent. There must be an application for this land patent 
with information about his birth; the people at the 
Genealogical Forum or OSHS should be able to tell you where 
you could find a copy of this application. Did he belong to 
any associations such as the masons? If he did, it would 
probably be listed in his obituary and they may have a copy 
of his birth date. Also the same with insurance he might 
have had. The birth date should also be listed on his death 
certificate. This is available from the Department of Vital 
Statistics. If you need any addresses, I can supply them, 
but they are probably in the phone book. 


I also ran across a reference to an interview with a Mrs. 
William Ross in the Oregon Journal dated February 7, 1935 on 
page 8 Fred Lockley wrote about his interview with her, 
apparently.

I didn*t really hear what it was that you were searching for 
at the library and the historical society except that it had 
to do with a Columbia Hotel. Saturday, at the library, I 
came across this ad from the Astoria Marine Gazette April 2, 
1866 on a roll of miscellaneous newspapers: 


COLUMBIA HOTEL 
Astoria, Oregon 
William Smith, Prop’r 
Board and lodging per week, $5,50 


William Smith was not listed in the 1860 census for Clatsop 
County. He was not on the 1863 or 1864 military lists, but 
he was on the 1865 and 1866 lists. He disappeared from the 
military lists then. We really need census index books for 
the whole state of Oregon for 1850 (territory), 1860, 1870 

and 1880 at the Astoria Fublic Library. They would make a 

search for someone so much easier. 


I found a reference in a marriage book, that Norma Hunsinger 
wrote, to a William Smith married to Susan Tostum (probably 
an indian) April 10, 1858 recorded in Deed Book A Page 112. 
Many of the Marriages between whites and indians were 
recorded in the deed books instead of the marriage books. I 


don’t know if this is the same person as the one who had the 
hotel. 


Chief Tostum was the nephew of Chief Coboway (Comowool in 
Lewis and Clark’s journals). Chief Tostum was chosen ta 
succeed Chief Coboway. One of Chief Tostum’*s daughters was 
Eate Juhrs. This Susan Tostum may be another daughter. 


You might check the newpaper index at the library for William 
Smith and Susan Tostum Smith to see if this is the same 
Smith.

I’ve spent some time searching for any information that I 
could about your great-grandfather, C.H. Stickels, but have 
not been able to find anything. We do have a very good 
resource in the Astoria Public Library in the newspaper index 
system, but there is no mention of C.H. Stickels. I presume 
that you also checked it when you visited the library. 


Bay View Cannery, mentioned in the article that you enclosed 
with your letter is located in Washington, northwest of 
Tenasillihe Island and Clifton, Oregon. In a book "U.S. 
Bureau of Fisheries" was this information about this cannery: 


"In 1868 a cannery was built near Eagle Cliff by one of the 
Humes, while in 1873 R.D. Hume built another at Bay View, 
Wash. He operated it until 1874, when Mr. Leveridge, of 
Leveridge, Wadhams & Co., of San Francisco, bought it and 
Operated it during 1877 and 1878." 


The biography you sent states that C.H. Stickles came to the 
Coast in the year 1873. It is likely that he did not stay 
long enough in this area to have left a record. 


The Clatsop County Historical Society does have some custom’s 
lists, but we do not have Passenger lists. Such lists are 
more likely to be available in Seattle at the National 
Archives than in this area.

I?m sorry that I haven’t responded sooner. We have been 
through so much turmoil here with the new exhibit and other 
problems——-so much turmoil that I resigned from my position at 
the museum. I made the mistake of taking on a temporary job 
with the Energy Assistance Program that I thought would last 
three weeks and instead it looks as though it will last two 
and a half months. Understandably, this was enough to make 
any director have a fit. So, now I711 finally have time to 
do research for two books that I started months ago. 


The work you did was so interesting. Each parcel we received 
from you added more pieces to the Puzzle. I hope it is all 
right with you that I photocopied one of your letters and put 
a couple of your translations into one of about seven books 
of collected articles that I put together for the ethnic 
exhibit. 


I found some newspaper references to the William and Daisy 
Still family that I*11 look up, and I’m going to see if I can 
find obituaries that might yield names of descendants who 
might shed more light on why the family was mixed Finn and 
Russian and why they lived in the area they did. I never did 
get an answer to the letter that I sent to a woman with the 
surname "Still" who is a member of the historical society. 


I photocopied your last Parcel and gave the original to Steve 
Kann who is the curator at the museum. I think he may as 
interested in your project as the rest of us when he gets 
involved. I have spoken to Jim Dennon, who is the editor of 
the “Cumtux" and he thought your project would make a good 
article.

My mother said that the letter was a mixture of Finnish and 
Russian which made it difficult to translate. My mother is a 
Finn who returned to Finland to help in the fight against the 
Russians in February 1940.

I’m sorry we missed you. I knocked on your door and looked 
for you in the restraom and the phone room. Mother and I 
waited in the lobby and left a note for you on the notice 
board. We tried to find the museum, but after two near 
accidents (my errors), we decided it might be safest to come 
back to Astoria. 


The enclosed photocopies relate to women in Astoria and the 
county in the 1870’s. I scanned the material I indexed fram 
the Astoria newspapers to look for women in business and 
typed out a list of these. If you would like exact dates, it 
would be easy to supply these. Unfortunately, I did not keep 
track of what newspapers this material is from, but most of 
it is from the "Weekly Astorian". The Fublisher in the 
1870’s was D.C. Ireland. However, all the writing may not be 
his, and it may not be correct to assume that all the 
attitudes expressed in the Paper are his. (Abigail Duniway 
is treated favorably. The Chinese are hated). 


The functions of the paper seem to be: a vehicle for 
advertisers, a way of making known the arrivals and 
departures of ships, a forum for expression of the views of 
the publisher and those the Publisher wished to please 
(George Flavel), gossip, posting notices of meetings, to 
extoll the virtues of the county and to review 
entertainments.

Mrs. Ruth B. Nickerson was 
appointed guardian of minor heirs of A. Crosby and printed 
notices were in the newspaper that none were to interfere 
with the discharge of her duties. 


Women took a large part in organizing the money making 
bazaars, such as the Firemen’*s Bazaar, in which money was 
used for buying new firefighting equipment. 


About one out of 8 to 10 letters waiting to be picked up at 
the post office was addressed to a woman. 


There were more males than females between the ages of 4 and 
20 in the county in 1874-5 and 1875-6 school years; however, 
a larger percentage of the females attended school than 
males.

I did not find specific mention of women in many occupations 
in which they must have been employed, such as farming. 


In general, Women were employed in service occupations: 
providing a place to sleep, food, clean clothes and 
entertainment. They also took care of and educated the 
children.
